The pos- 
sibility and probability of fraud is ever 
present. 

Mr. Fortson also pledged that politics 
would not be involved in the study, a 
factor which could destroy its effective- 
ness if it were. 

There is no doubt that clarification 
and modernization of Georgia election 
laws are needed. The Fortson committee 
has an -opportunity to render a major 
public service if it conducts its study not 
with the intent of restricting the ballot 
but with making it more attractive for 
people to vote and to assure them that 
their votes count.

Our Schools Do Need 
All Aid They Can Get 


The strange paradox of Georgia school 
leaders talking out of both sides of their 
mouths on the matter of federal aid to 
education does not erase the. fact that 
the state was short 5,370 classrooms as 
of Jan. 1 of this year. 

It does not eliminate the knowledge, 
either, that under present building pro- 
grams this classroom shortage will be 
worse next year and the year after. The 
state indeed needs all the money it can 
get from whatever source possible mere- 
ly to catch up with current needs. 

What the educators are saying and 
what the Georgia delegation in Congress 
also is saying is that the state does not 
want federal aid if it also means federal 
control. They fear school integration 
and that federal aid will be contingent 
upon it. That is understandable. 

But President Eisenhower’s recom- 
mendations specifically requested that lo- 
cal autonomy be maintained and that the 
integration problem not be involved in 
federal aid. Surely Congress can accept 
this at face value, knowing full well that 
to drag the issue into the question will 
mean no federal school program. 

The U.S. Office of Education reported 
last week that the nation has a shortage 
of 159,000 classrooms and an enrollment 
of 2,295,000 pupils more than present 
public school buildings can handle. 
Eighty thousand atidjtional classrooms 
were needed this year merely to take 
care of excess enrollment while 79,000 
were needed to replace unsatisfactory 
facilities. 

Surely these 2,295,000 pupils deserve 
an even break. They provide ample 


enough argument against killing the ~— 
school aid bill by involving it the ms 
segregation question.
